There are meny things I would like to include in this foreword end in the 
catelog, but do not have the space, I would like to print some of the letters 
from our customers,- not the usucl type you see expressing thanks for overcount 
end abundant extres(they sre ersy to get), but the ones telling of the plessure 
end fine results with our bulbs. I especially like the ones thenking us for our 
choice of extras, usually something different end of specirl interest to thet 
perticuler customer. 

There ere meny interesting new verieties I would like to describe in more de-~ 
tail, but this would teke pages. It is very difficult to condense the descrip- 
tion of e fine variety into two or three lines, but we heve tried honestly to 
give you the importent virtues end feults of erch, At the end of the descrip- 
tive list the feults of some verieties cre set forth in more deteil then wes 
possible in the descriptive list. ‘'e try meny new verieties erch yerr, end 
drop meny from our stock. Mceny never cppecr in our crtrlog. #11 verieties we 
list we feel heve fer more virtues then frults. ily ded wos usually brutelly 
frenk in his description of verieties, sometimes overlooking « virtue to list 
e..feutt. 

Neturelly, I'd like to breg = little cbout our show winnings, but ded re- 
minds me thrt you sre not interasted in whet our bulbs do for us, but what they 
will do for you. After checking brck to be sure, 1 find tht since 1929, spikes 
grown from our bulbs have won more blue ribbons «t “eshington shows then the 
bulbs of sny other grower. Of our 1951 ewerds, there are two that will be of 
interest to you,- two Americen Home Magszine Achievement Awerds. One of these 
wes won et the Paeific Internstionsl Show of the North American Glediolus Coun- 
cil with our seecling"Julic Mee Ven". Our red seedling "Royel Stewart" carried 
off the same honors at the Yestern Internetionel Show et Yekima. These two 
vorieties will be introduced in 1953 or 1954. 

“Te heve tried to condense end summerize ell the important information thet 
you will want to know ebout a veriety. For the customers who cre not femilior 
with ell of the varieties by neme, we heve indexed the verieties by color, All 
of the whites sre listed together, the reds, the pinks, etc. This listing or 
index will be found on the next to the last pege. These listings do not indi- 
crte size,- only the color. An idea of the size of the floret mey be obtained 
by referring to the cless number. The cless number, the originstor end the 
yeer of introduction cre given following the name of the veriety in the Retail 
List. For excmple ANNAMAE (Pommert 40) 400,- originetor Pommert, introduced 
1940, cless number 400. From the class number you cen determine size of floret, 
color, shade, end merkings. The first digit indicetes size, the second color, 
ond the third shede end/or merkings. the following is the clessificetion sys- 
tem nationslly used:

Color numbers will be found before each color group in the index. 00 White, 
O06 Creem, 10 Light yellow, le POeD yellow, etc, By using this number system 
we find ANNAMAE 400 is « large (4% to 5 3/8 in.)floret, the color is white, 
ond it hes no conspicuous merkings. “then the third digit is 0 it indicates 
either white or a very light shade. 2,4,6, indicate progressively deeper 
shedes. When the third digit is an odd number it indicates that the floret 
hes conspicuous merkings.

All bulbs priced by the 100 or 1,000 are shipped f.o.b. here,- customer proys 
the transportation cherges upon delivery. 

If you order is token from both the Retail end 100-rate Quantity Lists, we 
will ship collect for trensportetion, and edd enough bulbs to pey for the 
charges on the bulbs from the Retail list. 

In the Reteil list you moy order 5 bulbs et one-half the price of 10, except 
thet we sell no item from the Retail List for less than 25¢. Increased labor 
costs meke this minimum necessary. 

Lerge bulbs (L) are size No. 1 end 2. These sizes ere best for growing ex- 
hibition spikes. Medium bulbs (M) mre sizes 3 end 4. These sizes ore common- 
ly used for out-door cutflower growing. Most verieties will meke almost as 
good spikes from this size os they do from lerger bulbs. Smell sizes (S) are 
sizes 5 end 6, end ere used mainly for increrse end for growing large bulbs 
for the following senson. However, many bulbs of this size, if given good 
oar es will make spikes the first seeson,

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THE SUBURBAN GARDENERS NUMBER 1 PROBLEM 


One of the most trying problems of the suburban ond city gled fen is his 
neighbor's thrips. Seems most people don't know they have thrips, until the 
flowers fail to open end the florets eppesr burnt. Actuelly, the thrips have 
probobly been on the plants for weeks building up forces to go to work on the 
spikes when they eppear. Foliege damage is quite noticeoble on the plants if 
any number of thrips sare present. The area of foliege nesr the base of eoch 
leaf will heve a silvered appearance end on closer examination will be some- 
what sticky. Pull back the overlap st the bose of the leaf end if thrips are 
present, you'll find them here. Thrips are very smell, about 1/16 in. long 
and quite nerrow. The young ore orenge in color, while the adults are grayish- 
brown with o white merking on the beck. Control is easy if started in time. 
THRIPS CONTROL If thrips sre prevelent in your neighborhood it will be best to 
dust your gleds with 5% DDT dust when the plents ere about six inches high, ond 
repeat every 10 days or 2 weeks. Wettable DDT powder can also be used effect- 
ively es a spray. 

THRIPS IN STORAGE Thrips usually winter over on the bulbs in storege. If bulbs 
are stored in « warm plece, the thrips feeding on the bulbs all winter will

The perfect glad has not yet been introduced, 411 heve some faults. Some 
faults weigh ageinst a gled in commerciel growing, some in exhibition, and 
some faults can be overlooked because the variety is so outstanding otherwise. 
In the ietter case is SVANGELINE, which may heve the first floret poorly faced 
on some spikes, but otherwise is en outstending gled. ‘The color of ANKARA and 
POUSSIN, in fect of most brown-reds, seems to fede if the spike is allowed to 
open completely in the hot sun, but opened indoors, they are fine, Certain 
glads are especially subject to insects or diseases. HINDENBURG'S MEMORY, NOVA 
ZEMBLA, WHITH XMAS, ROSA VAN LIMA ond BRIDAL ORCHID will be the first plants to 
be attecked by mites. BOLERO end LAVENDER AND GOLD ere both rether subject to 
diseese. Some verieties heve florets thet are too lerge to be handled easily 
as commercials, but sre just whet the exhibitor and gerdener sre looking for. 
Into this class fell MAUREEN GARDENER, MID-AMERICA, ORCHID GIANT, LEEUWENHORST 
end MARGUERITE. The florets of SKYMASTER ere too lerge for the spacing, so 
that there is some overlepping. Short flower-head is the count egainst GOLD, 
GOLDEN FAVORITE and LEBUYENHOAST, but the letter is such a huge thing you prob- 
ebly wont notice it, while the former is the cleenest deep yellow we heve seen, 

WORLDBEATER is often mispleced, end sometimes bunchy, but comes well from 
medium sized bulbs,- «nd mekes e dendy show-spike.

The dust 
may be left on the bulbs oll winter, cs it harms the bulbs in no way. About en
